The Boy was naturally 
inguifitive ; and entering into the Acquaintance of a 
famous Gambler in that Neighbourhood, he furnifh'd 
himfelf with a Set of Cups and Balls; and ftudying 
the Art of Legerdemain, he grew very remarkable in 
a little Time for his great Dexterity and Slight of 
Hand. Being extremely well read in the Analy€ical 
Doétrine of crofs Purpofes, an itinerant Mountebank 
that came that Way took his Stay with him, and 
imploy’d him in making up his Pills, and writing out 
his Receipts. He had a way of inverting his Eyes, 
fo as to one Way and fquint another ; to read 
and reckon backwards was an Excellence he very 
much valued himfelf upon ; he was an utter Eoemy 
to every thing that was plain and fimple, held the 
Ufe of the Senfes to be a mere Ignis fatuus, and main- 
tain'’d that all we hear and fee is quite a Deceptio vifus, 
and that there was no way of coming at the Truth of 
Things but by abiding by the Reverfe ofthem.

Edinburgh, May 21. Thurfday the General Affem- 
bly being met, proceeded, in Confequence of their 
Refolution at the former Diet, to enter upon the 
Libel relating to the Seceders; but were interrupted 
by a Diffent from that Sentence, read by Mr. John 
Willifon, aad adhered to by three or four other 
Members: He pleaded it might be recorded, and 
ftand as a Teftimony of his Opinion in that Marter ; 
bur the Affembly found the greateft Favour which 
had been ever allowed io fuch Cafes, was to keep fuch 
Diffents ig retentis, tillan Act fhould be framed by 
the whole Church anent their Condu@ with relation 
to 7 Veni and agreed to give his a Place among 
the reft. 

The Eight Seceders were called, and compeared, 
tho’ they made the Affembly wait a long Time : 
They came down the Street in a grand Manner, 
ere Pairs, and their Licentiate (Mr. Hunter) 
in the Rear , many of their Adherents attended them, 
and being brought to the Bar, the Moderator, in 
the Affembly’s Name, exhorted them to confider of 
their diforderly Courfes, to fubmit to that Church 
to which they had vowed Obedience ; he told them 
they were now ready, with open Arms, to recci 
them on a Submiffion, and befeech'’d them ta be 
longer deaf to the Callsof Reafon and of Scripture. 
But thefe Gentlemen pull’d out a Paper, which they 
offer’d to read: This was allowed, after previoully 
hearing the ‘Libel ; vr Mr. Mair began to read 
what called, AH of the Afociate Pres , findin 
and declaring, That the prefent Fudicatories if. sks Nan 
tional Church are not lawful nor right conftituted Courts 
of Chrift ; and declining all Authority, Power and Furif~ 
diftion that the faid Fudicatures may claim to them- 
feves over the faid Presbytery, or any of the Members 
thereof, or over any that are under their InfpeBion; and 
particularly declining the Authority of a General Affem- 
bly now met at Edinburgh the 10th Day of May 1730, 

They were ask'd if that Paper contain’d the Sen- 
timents of them all? They acknowledg’d ir did ; 
and having withdrawn, a Queftion arofe whether an 
Regard fhould be had to this Declinature? but chis 
was foon dropt, and a Committce appointed to con- 
fider on a Method of Procedure. Next Day an 
Overture on the Matter was laid before the Houfe, 
which found the Libel relevant to infer the highe® 
Cenfures af the Church, particularly Depofirion. 

After long Debate, the Queftion was put, Proceed 
to a final Sentence, or Not? and it carried Not by 
a Majority of 6. It is impoflible to exprefs the 
Surpriz: of the Houfe when this was reported. 

Edinburgh, May 24. This Day the General Af 
fembly was diflolved; and the next Affembly a 
pointed to meet on the fecond Thurfday in May 
next.
